However, 
on this Mid-Summer Day I can't 
resist sending you yesterday's 
copy of the Darlington Echo. 
Nostalgia enters into it - no doubt 
• note the sign post on the front 
page! 


Anyway I hope you will find the 


paper interesting; it is a small 
town paper with quite a history 
and a good circulation in 
Durham County. Its one time 
editor, W. T. Stead, who later 
went to the London Pall Mall 
•Gazette, was quite a fellow, at 
°n,e,#m,e, going tp jail, after being 
involved with the then Ar- 
chbishop of Canterbury and 
General Booth of the Salvation 
Army. He, Stead, together with 
his wife were drowned in the 
sinking of the Titanic of 1912. 
Quite well worth looking up when 
you are in the mood for that sort 
of thing!

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — A 


federal appeals court has ruled 
that Pennsylvania cannot cut 
off scholarship aid to college 
students whose administrators 
report them as "disruptive." 


A special panel of three fed- 


eral judges invalidated a 1969 
state law that required colleges 
which handle state scholarship 
funds to submit lists of students 
who have been disciplined by 
their deans or convicted in 
court. 


The statute, passed by the 


General Assembly during the 
Republican administration of 
then Gov. Raymond P. Shaffer, 
empowered the Pennsylvania 
Higher 
Education 
Assistance 


Agency to cut off funds to these 
students even if they attended 
school outside the state. 


Haverford College, the first 


of 11 colleges in the nation to 
refuse to sign the agreement, 
brought the suit against the 
state. 


The small, Quaker-supported 


men's school near Philadelphia 
was joined by Goddard College,

Plainfield, Vt., and 12 students 
of each college.

The Apollo 15 launch team 


started the countdown clock at 
6:30 a.m. EOT, aiming for a 
blastoff of the Saturn 5 rocket 
next Monday at 9:34 a.m. Early 
activity involved feeding elec- 
trical power to the three stages 
of the giant rocket. 


The clock started 
at 104 


hours, 30 minutes. It will be 
halted at several pre-planned 
points to provide crew rest pe- 
riods and catchup time on any 
itm that might fall behind 
schedule. 


Two years ago, on July 20, 


1969, Apollo 11 astronauts Neil 
A. Armstrong and Edwin E. Al- 
drin Jr. took the historic first 
steps on the moon. 


The Apollo 12 and 14 crews 


since have left their footprints 
in the dusty lunar soil. An oxy- 
gen tank exploded on the Apollo 
13 astronauts' 
spaceship and 


they were forced to return to 
earth 
without 
attempting 
a 


moon landing. 


Astronauts David R. Scott 


and James B. Irwin hope to be- 
come the seventh and eighth 
humans to visit that barren but 
scientifically fertile land. While 
they are on the surface a

The order was issued in an 


attempt to immunize horses 
against Venezuelan equine en- 
cephalomyelitis (VEE). 


Movement of animals is per- 


mitted in only two instances un- 
der the order. Animals may be 
moved to obtain vaccination 
against VEE and injured ani- 
mals may be moved to a veteri- 
narian for treatment. 


The order also imposes a 14- 


day quarantine on vaccinated 
animals from the date of the 
vaccination against VEE. 


Representatives of 23 various 


federal 
and state 
agencies 


agreed on the order. The repre- 
sentatives also selected 13 towns 
as regional centers for distribu- 
tion of vaccine, which is expect- 
ed in Little Rock Wednesday or 
Thursday. 


Little Rock, Russellville, Mag- 


nolia, Arkadelphia, Mena, Fort 
Smith, Fayettevilie, Harrison, 
Jonesboro, Batesville, Forrest 
City, Pine Bluff and McGehee 
were designated regional cen- 
ters with Little Rock the central 
depot for receipt of the serum. 
The vaccine, which will be 
flown into Arkansas in a frozen 
state, will be taken to the re- 
gional centers where it will be 
distributed to veterinarians in 
the area. 


The serum will be kept in the 


frozen state at the regional cen- 
ter and will be diluted for inno- 
culation shortly before use. The 
vaccine has a life of about 12 
hours after it is diluted.

Bank officials obtained the

above a local mortgage and 
loan firm and went to work. 


Cashier George Bossert said 


he expects the work to be com- 
pleted by about mid-August. 


The bank emphasizes that no 


matter what portion of the 
mutilated checks remain lost, 
there will be no loss to First 
Security.

Redistricting 
Is Completed 
by Board 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Board of Apportionment 
officially concluded legislative 
redistricting Monday, 168 days 
after the Feb. 1 deadline. 


Monday's action included cer- 


tifying maps and legal descrip- 
tions of the new districts to 
Secretary of State Kelly Bryant. 


The board also made several 


small adjustments and correc- 
tions in the plans. 


The adjustments included re- 


storing to Phillips County a 
township that had been original- 
ly included in a different dis- 
trict 
and 
placing back in 


Jackson County one township 
that had been made part of an- 
other district. 


Gov. Dale Bumpers, chairman 


of the board, said that during 
the board's deliberations his 
philosophy of redistricting had 
changed from a total single- 
member concept to the accept- 
ance of multimember districts 
under some circumstances. 


The plan adopted by the 


board has a few multimember 
districts for the House, but only 
single-member districts for the 
Senate. 


The governor said he believed 


the multimember districts were 
acceptable when the effect of 
redistricting on the election pro- 
cess could be minimized, the 
community of interests of the 
districts increased and the rights 
of the citizens in the area not 
jeopardized. 


Bumpers said his earlier, firm 


pronouncement for single-mem- 
ber districts was based on the 
belief that the U.S. Supreme 
Court would require such dis- 
tricts. The court later permit- 
ted multimember dist .cts in 
Indiana.

moved Africa's largest nation 
farther to the left and promised

blacks in the south. 


Maj. Hashem el Atta, who led 


the bloodless coup Monday, was 
named vice chairman of the 
ruling council and commander 
of the 30,000-man army. 


The chairman is Col. Babikr 


al Nur Osman and the other 
members are Maj. Farouk Os- 
man Hamdalla, two other ma- 
jors and two captains. 


Atta, Osman and Hamdalla 


all were fired from the military 
government last November be- 
cause of their connections with 
the Sudanese Communist party. 
Atta and Osman had been vice 
premiers and Hamdalla was in- 
terior minister. 


Although Atta was alloted the 


No. 2 spot on the council, he 
appeared to be the top figure in 
the coup. 


Omdurman Radio, the Suda- 


nese government station, an- 
nounced that Atta had canceled 
the previous government's ban 
on four organizations that had 
formed the power base of the 
Sudanese 
Communist Party: 


the Federation of I^abor Trade 
Unions, the Students' Feder- 
ation, the Youth League and 
the Women's league. 


The four groups pledged "all 


out support" for the "socialist 
revolution." Massive student 
street demonstrations in sup- 
port of the coup leaders were 
reported. 


The broadcast did not say 


whether Atta had also lifted the 
ban on the Communist party, 
but an earlier report said Atta 
promised he would bring the 
Communists into the new gov- 
ernment. Sudan has been the 
largest 
and 
most 
powerful 


Communist party in the Arab 
world, but it has been semi- 
clandestine since it was banned 
in February. 


Atta, 36, overthrew his for- 


mer comrade-in-arms 41-year- 
old Maj. Gen. Jaafar el Nu- 
rnairi, in a bloodless military 
coup Monday night. Atta had 
been a vice premier under Nu- 
mairi 
until 
last 
November, 


when he and two other pro- 
Communist officers were dis- 
missed. Three months later Nu- 
tnairi cracked 
down on the 


Communists. 


Contrary to earlier reports 


that Numairi had been flown to 
exile in Egypt, the Iraqi News 
Agency said today that he was 
still under arrest at army head- 
quarters 
in 
Khartoum, 
the 


Sudanese capital. 


Another Omdurman 
broad- 


cast promised support of the 
Pales:inian people against Is- 
rael and autonomy for the re- 
bels in the south Sudan "as 
soon as law and order is re-

SAIGON ( A P ) — U.S. B52 


bombers dropped 600 tons of 
explosives on suspected North 
Vietnamese positions along the 
demilitarized zone today after 
enemy gunners broke a lull of 
more than three weeks with 
new attacks on South Vietnam- 
ese bases just below the DMZ. 


All the B52 strikes were with- 


in a mile of the buffer zone, 
and it was the heaviest concen- 
tration of raids in nearly two 
weeks. The North Vietnamese 
gunners had slammed 52 mor- 
tars 
and 
rockets—including 


240mm rockets—at three bases 
and one field position, but the 
South 
Vietnamese command 


said the shelling caused no cas- 
ualties. 


The targets included Camp 


Fuller, the western anchor of 
the frontier defense line, and 
the 
Alpha 
1 and 
Alpha 2, 


strongholds in the eastern sec- 
tor of the line. 


In another shelling attack in 


the northern sector, Viet Cong 
gunners fired 10 mortars into 
the Van Thanh training center 
four miles northwest of Hue. 
Again Saigon headquarters said 
there were no casualties. 


North Vietnamese troops am- 


bushed a U.S. patrol from the 
198th Brigade 43 miles south- 
east of Da Nang, killing one 
American and wounding four. 
Enemy losses were not known. 


Associated Press correspond- 


ent J. T. Wolkerstorfer report- 
ed from Quang Tri that all 
units of the 1st Brigade, 5th 
U.S. Mechanized Infantry Divi- 
sion have been pulled out of 
combat, and the 5,000-man bri- 
gade is withdrawing from Viet- 
nam at a faster pace than orig- 
inally planned. He said the new 
target date for completion of its 
redeployment is Aug. 20 instead 
of Sept. 1. 


The brigade is now at the 


Quang Tri combat base packing 
equipment, and all responsi- 
bility for the defense of Quang 
Tri Province, South Vietnam's 
northernmost, has been given 
to the South Vietnamese 1st In- 
fantry Division. 


A Viet Cong broadcast today 


echoed the North Vietnamese 
statement 24 hours earlier in- 
dicating that the Vietnamese 
Communists would not accept 
any peace deal President Nixon 
worked out during his visit to 
Peking unless it satisfied their 
demands. 


"It is truly stupid and fool- 


ish," said the Viet Cong's Lib- 
eration Radio, "if Nixon thinks 
that by mobilizing and per- 
suading other peoples, by bor- 
rowing and gathering the power 
and pressure of others, that he 
can eliminate the present diffi- 
culties and deadlocks, that he 
can intimidate and threaten the 
Vietnamese people and the In- 
dochinese people ... 


"Nixon needs to know that 


the Indochinese people them- 
selves are the ones who decide 
the fate and the future of their 
nations."

ally proposes to eliminate the 
necessity of establishing blame 
in auto accidents before claims 
can be paid. 


Herget said that attorney fees 


for accident-related suits ac- 
counted for 20 to 25 per cent of 
every insurance dollar that 
was paid for a claim. 


"We have appointed a com- 


mittee of agents to study no- 
fault and come up with what we 
will call the Consumer Insur- 
ance Package of 1973," Herget 
said. "We hope the package will 
be a major overhaul of existing 
insurance laws." 


Herget 
said 
the 
package 


would contain a "modified" no- 
fault plan of some type of legis- 
lation that would make insur- 
ance rates more competitive. 


"The competitive-rating legis- 


lation would have the same ef- 
fect on insurance that the repeal 
of the fair-trade liquor law had 
on liquor," Herget said. He said 
such legislation would help stabi- 
lize the rising cost of insurance. 


Under the modified no-fault 


plan, Herget said, a person 
would still have to carry resid- 
ual liability insurance to protect 
himself in case he was involved 
in an accident that surprassed 
a "threshold limit." 


The limit, he said, could be set 


at any amount, but the most ac-
